Tho name vitality ovidont in the 
commercial intoroBta of Great Britain, 
as shown yesterday, aro equally evi- 
dent in tho agricultural. Tho last 
year witnessed 1,151,300 additional 
acres put under cultivation. The 
character of the land proviouBly to be- 
ing redeemod is not statod, whothor 
fens, awampn, commons or woods; nor 
is ii material ; lor though tho occupa- 
tion of some of it may probably have 
intorlorod in a motisuto with the priv- 
ileges ot the poorer olassos, such a vast 
addition to the agricultural resources 
could not bo made without having a 
most happy offeot upon the condition 
of tho laboring and industrial as woll 
as the wealthy olaHSOs. The scionce 
of agriculturo has now been brought 
to tho highost perfection in England, 
and it may bo beneficial to those fol- 
lowing tho same pursuit in tho colonies 
to know tho appropriation of tho total 
land undor cuUivationJ.o_th o rotat ion^ 
of crops. In Great BrTtaTn,*ot 50.964* 
200 acroH, thuro *?oro in 1S07 20,331,- 
071 under cultivation, against 28,679 - 
771 in 1866. Of whito crops there 
woro 31 1 por cent.; of green, U 7; 
of bare fullow, 3 3 ; clovor undor rota- 
tion, 13 4; and permanont pasture, 
40 5, with 497,753 acres devoted to 
potatoes. The numbor of cattle was 
4,993,034; of sheep, 28,9 19,101 ; and 
0£-plgJ«j 2,906,979- Tho total numbor 
ot oattlo given in connection herewith 
is tquully enormous, especially as tho 
figures rtlato only to England. Tho 
increase of lands redeemod and brought 
under cultivation in Scotland and lro* 
land by the spirit of industry and 
progress of the duy is equally gratify- 
ing, and cannot hut be interesting to 
the people of both countries who aro 
now living in tho colonies. For tho 
progress of cultivation in the High- 
lands wo roiorred to the Agricultural 
Eoiurns, and gathered the following 
details : Tho Htatemonts contained in 
these returns for lsGG and 1867, re- 
cently issued, spoak strongly regard- 
ing the progress of cultivation in tho 
fur north. In Ross and Cromarty, 
for oxamplo, we find that in the short 
space ot 12 months no less than 17,500 
acres, formorly barren, have boon 
brought undor cultivation. This ought 
to bo some consolation to thoso lugu^ 
brious pairiois who aro always com- 
plaining of tho groat devastation oaus_ 
ad by evictions in the north ot Scot- 
land. "Year after year," as tho 
Northern Ensign remarks, " is thus 
giving tho best of all proofs that thoso 
northern districts are susoi ptiblo ot 
vaBt improvement; thoir formorly 
barren wastes aro, through the appli- 
cation of capital, skill and industry, 
and tho blessing of Providonco, being 
rapidly transformed into cultivated

immigration ot her laboring ciaaoes, 
which aB Btatod a few days sinco fell

nual average. Tho increase also ol 
tho live stock of these two countries 
as shown by thoso returns, is in tho 
same o. oven greater proportion, ex- 
copt a slight decrease of bom ca tle 
in Scotland, which was attributable to 
the diHoaso and which a few year* 
since swept off so many in spite of ull 
tho efforts made to arrest its progress; 
but the decrease in Scotland wus more 
than counterbalanced by tho increase 
in Ireland. The official Agricultural 
IloiuniB show that, in comparing 
1850-57 and 180G.07, the cuttle in 
Scotland decreased in number in the 
ten years by 12,307— viz., from 970,- 
742 to 958 435 ; in Ireland tho number 
increased 119 801— viz , from 3,604,- 
406 to 3,7-44,207. Tho sheep increas- 
ed in tho ten years in Scotland 324,- 
476-viz., from 5,749,864 to 6,074,840 
in Ireland tho sheep increased 076,- 
875— from 3,573 273 to 4,450.148 P gs 
increased in Scotland 67.872— from 
130,039 to 204 011; in Iroland 278,. 
728— vi/.., from 1,086, 855 to 1,865,- 
583. Tho next, ugroniblo feature of 
improvement we find by perusing the 
oilioial annual returns of the material 
and social condition of tho country 
oulling for congratulation, is tho earn- 
est effort made by all classes, from tho 
Goy^rnment down, in the sanitary 
legislation especially for Ireland. 
True this has not gone aB far as wo 
oould desiro, but what has been dono

Tobacco.— The English and French PreRs 
nre generally Borirididl; the alarm abont the 
enormous increase in tbe consumption of 
tobacco in both countries. If the following 
statement is true, tho consumption by 
England is truly enormous : "The use of 
tobacco appears to be steadily extend iog in 
Great Britain, In 1841, a population of 
2G 700 000 consumed 23 036,281 poaods ; in 
1851, a population of 27,347,000 consumed 
27,734,786 pounds ; and in 1861, a popula- 
tion of 28,8*7 000 consumed 35,413 846 
pounds, In 1865 tho population was esti- 
matod at 29,503,000, and the consumption of 
tobacco (or that year was set down at 38,» 
720,272 pounds. Tbus the consumption of 
tobacco was on o pound Eve ounces per head 
in 1805, vvhilo in 1841 it wus only thirteen 
and three-quarter ounces per head of the 
population of the British Isles. 

Mn Justick Ldsii has given a decision 
very importunt to Trades' Unions. One 
Dodii, secretary to the House Paintors' As- 
sociation, loreed a pasa-book, and so abstract* 
od about £800 of tbo Society's money, He 
avows that ho was tempted by the legal de- 
cision declaring such societies in restraint of 
trade, and therefore illegal.

Thb Pacific Bkacu Mines.— So little in 
regard to these mines finds lis way into prim 
that it is probable many attentive readers are 
quits ignorant of Ibeir nature, extent and 
origin, as well na of the moans employed iu 
gathering tbe gold. The lollowing ininre«t~ 
ing account from the Philadelphia Weekly 
Prett, describing the California Coast mines, 
touches on all ol these things, and will serve 
to familiarize the readers of tbe American 
Journal of Mining with tho whole subject. 
Pbe writer eays : " I'his class of mines is 
confined to the northwestern portion of CaN 
fornia, extending into Southwestern Oregon.

1'bese banks 
are now being reduced by ihe actum of the 
waves, and the sand containing ihe gold par- 
tioles is left on the beach by the reoedinp 
tides. The prospecting is done after the ebb 
of tbo tide r and wbea u deposit is discovered

respects with the browu amber of 
Europe."
